The selection of a candidate to con- 
test the forthcoming election was con- 
sidered at some length, many present 
giving their views on the matter, but 
it was decided to defer action at the 
present time and it was left with the 
executive ‘to place a candidate in the 
field if anything arose before nomin- 
ation day to justify such action. 


D. M. Duggan, leader of the Con- 
servative party in Alberta, was pres- 
ent and addressed the meeting at 
considerable ‘Tength “At: the outset, he 
skprésiéd his. regrets ‘at The. ‘action ‘of ; 
date in the Wetaskiwin Gonaineney, 
He then stated he never had been an 
ardent supporter ‘of party politics in 
Provincial affairs, and was strongly 
of the opinion that as the Conserv- 
atives could not vote for a Liberal 
policy or support a U.F.A. candidate, 
an independent man should be nom- 
inated who would receive the Con- 
servative vote. 


Taking up the question of the nat- 
ural resources, Mr Duggan briefly 
traced the policies of the Conserv- 
ative party in respect to the natural 
resources since the time the province 
until the present day. 
The party had consistently advocated 
Provincial ownership and control at 
all times, and he accentuated the ne- 
cessity of having a_ representative 
government at the present time, in 
order that the acquisition of the re- 
sources should receive all round de- 
velopment, and not along only one 
line, to the exclusion of other branch- 
es of development. 


Turning to the finances of the Pro- 
vince, Mr. Duggan pointed out the ex- 
cessive growth of the expenditure on 
income account. In 1920 this amount- 
ed to $8,544,000, while the estimated 
expenditure for 1930 was $17,107,000. 
He showed that this was not good 
business, and pointed out that the 
cities and larger towns of Alberta are 
spending less money today than in 
1920 and that unless this undue ex- 
penditure was stopped, the province 
was bound to face a very serious 
financial problem. In 1920 the gov- 
ernment had 99 sources of revenue, 
while in 1929 they had 174 sources of 
revenue. The government was spend- 
‘ing all this and was not giving relief 


in the form of taxes to the people. 
Mr. Duggan stated that he had 
supported the wheat pool in the 


House and felt that the Government 
was justified in going to the rescue 
of the Pool, as he believed the failure 
of the Wheat Pool would have set the 
Province back at least five years. He 
felt however, that so long as the gov- 
ernment backed the Pool financially 
they should have representation on 
the Board. 

The people of Atberts should fight 
against class legislation, and they 
should be cautious that no rapid de- 
velopment of the resources should 
take place without having proper rep- 
resentation in the_House, of all clas- 
ses. There could be no future for Al- 
berta under class legislation. We 
must develop a Province and national 
consciousness, and as a people, see 
to it that we have equitable repre- 
sentation in the government of this 
land.

VOTERS’ LISTS FOR — 
PROVINCIAL ELECTION 


Section 16 of Chapter 34 of the 
Alberta, 1924, with 
amendments of 1925, reads as_ .fol- 
lows:

SPITTING 


In a very interesting report of a 
study made on tuberculosis covering 
a section of England, we find that the 
report closes with the following:— 
“There is one reform and that by no 
means unimportant, which need not 
cost anything. if the filthy habit of 
spitting in public places could be end- 
ed by pressure of public opinion, a 
considerable source of _ infection 
would disappear.” 


That a report which deals with the 
relationship of tuberculosis to hous- 
ing, employment and _ malnutrition 
should close with such a _ definite 
statement as regards the dangers of 
spitting shows just how serious the 
matter is in the opinion of the writ- 
er. 

Spitting is largely a habit. Not so 
many years ago, every man_ spat 
when he smoked. Why did he? Just 
because he had seen others do it and, 
therefore, it seemed to him to be as- 
sociated with the smoke. The cus- 
pidor was part of the household furn- 
ishings. This has all changed, how- 
ever; the smoker no longer spits, 
and the cuspidor in the home is be- 
coming rare. 

There are men and boys who seem 
to spit in order to have something to 
do. They stand on the corner and 
talk and spit. This is simply a bad 
habit. 

There is no disagreement as to the 
habit’s being an objectionable and a 
filthy one. There is, however, judg- 
ing from what we see every day a 
lack of understanding that the habit 
is a very dangerous one, affecting 
other people, 

When we consider that about one 
per cent of the population are suffer- 
ing from, active tuberculosis, we un- 
deesttita iif spitting is a common 
habft, tht re bound to, pe many

Spitting ig mostly a habit. In the 
sanatoria for, tuberculosis, very little 
coughing is heard, because the pa- 
tients are taught that most of their 
coughing is unnecessary, that it is 
simply a habit, and that it can be sup- 
pressed. In the same way, those per- 
sons who, on account of some condi- 
tion, do collect phlegm in the throat 
and so desire to spit, can greatly les- 
sen the frequency of the act, and 
when they must spit, can make use of 
their handkerchiefs.

OUR OTTAWA LETTER 


Before this letter is published ev- 
eryone will know of the passage of 
the Budget, the amendment of the 
Opposition, and the sub-amendment of 
the United Farmer and Labor Groups. 
The core of the Conservative amend- 
ment was that they accepted in prin- 
ciple the policy announced in the Bud- 
get, but that that policy was at vari- 
ance with the policy of the Govern- 
ment when it obtained the franchise 
of the people, and consequently the 
Government should resign thus af- 
fording the Conservative party an op- 
portunity to impliment the policy 
which it had always advocated and 


which the Government now saw fit to 
adopt. ; ; 
On the other hand the sub-amend- 
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three Conservatives and one Alberta 
Member who voted for the Budget, 
'the Conservatives and Labour and 
Farmer Groups voted against the 
Government, 

This whole business of amend- 
ments and sub-amendments and Bud- 
get votes is a piece of party humbug. 
This is perhaps an opportune time 
‘to indicate what must be the policy of 
independent groups in the future in 
respect to this phase of partizanism. 

The motion upon which Parliament 
votes when it decides for or against 
the Budget is “that the Speaker do 
now leave the chair for the House to 
resolve itself into a Committee of 
Ways and Means.” It has been and is 
the party practice to regard a vote on 
this motion as-being for or against 
the Budget. Anyone with common 
senSe can see that to vote for the 
House to go into Committee of Ways 
and Means would be a very uninte 
ligent way of deciding the merits of 
a Budget containing many principles 
and many hundreds of alterations in 
the incidence of taxation. 

It follows from this practice that 
an amendment to a Budget is a mis- 
nomer. An amendment proper means 
what it says, namely that part at 
least of the main motion is accepted, 
but that the modifications specially 
stated in the amendment would be 
more acceptable than the origina 
motion. An amendment to the Bud- 
get, however, is not an amendment at 
all; It igs taken as a counter-policy. 
Since the Government’s policy, ac- 
cording to party practice, cannot be 
altered without defeating the Govern- 
ment, every so-called amendment to 
the Budget is a straight want-of-con- 
fidence vote. This being so, when a 
Farmer or Labour Group moves an 
amendment it is unwittingly playing 
the party game. 

Another point to be considered is 
the Budget itself. Take the present 
one as an example. There were things 
in the present Budget that the Farm- 
er members had-requested the Gov- 
ernment to do, such as the cancella-

JUNIOR COLLEGE

Many went down a rope 
and, though cutting their hands, leaped 
ten feet to the ground and reached 
safety.

THIRD FORTNIGHTLY 
CROP REPORT 


(Issued by the Dept. of Agriculture, 


over the central portion of the Prov- 
ince particularly from Olds to La 
combe and eastward, doing damage to 
crops sown on summerfallow. In the 
Edmonton district the wind was fol- 
lowed by rain and snow, the greatest 
snow being reported from the area 
lying North of Edmonton, though not 
extending to the Peace River District. 
A large area to the South and Hast 
of this City received a supply of much 
needed moisture. At present all 
parts of the Province report sufficient 
moisture for immediate needs. Frost 
has done considerable damage _ to 
trees, shrubs and early garden plants 
but only slight damage to field crops. 

All wheat is seeded and 75% above 
ground. Oat seeding is complete with 
the exception of oats for green feed, 
and barley is 75% sown. Growth is 
slow but the grain is of good color 
and establishing a good root system. 
The crop has gone in early and hav- 
ing sufficient moisture for germina- 
tion is away to a good start. 

All spring rye and 90% of sugar 
beets is seeded. There is a slight in- 
crease in the area devoted to sugar 
beets.

The new hotel:dn course of con- 
struction for the Dominion Atlantic 
Railway at Kentville, N.S., will be 
completed this fall and is expected 
to open shortly before Christmas. 
It will replace the present Corn- 
wallis Hotel while retaining the 
name, will have 100 bedrooms, 
ballroom and assembly hall, main 
dining room, rotunda, billiard 
room, card room and usual offices, 
and will be a notable addition to 
the list of new and_ up-to-date 
hotels in the Maritimes.

NEWSPAPER LAWS 
Excerpts from Newspaper Law, 


printed for the benefit of any reader 
who may have mistaken ideas regard- 
ing same: 

1. A postmaster is required to give 
notice by letter (returning the paper 
does not answer the laws) if the sub- 
scriber does not take the paper out of 
the post office nad state the reson 
for its not being taken. Any neglect 
to do so makes the postmaster re- 
sponsible to the publisher for pay- 
ment. 

2. If any person orders his paper 
discontinued he must pay all arrears 
or the publisher may continue to send 
it until payment is made and collect 
the whole amount whether the paper 
is taken from the office or not. There 
can be no legal discontinuance until 
payment is made. 

3. Any person who takes a paper 
from the post office, whether directed 
to his name or another, or whether 
he subscribes or not, is responsible for 
payment. 

4. If a subscriber orders his paper 
stopped at a certain time and the pub- 
lisher continues to send it, the sub- 
scriber is bound to pay for it if he 
takes it out of the post office. This
